OPINION IS WRONG 


"Many persons are of 
the 


opinion that the legion favors 
the repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment as it stands. These per- 
sons are wrong. The legion in 
its convention a*- Detroit dur- 
ing the summer passed a reso- 
lution asking that the prohibi- 
tion question be presented to 
the people of the states to de- 
cide whether they want prohi- 
bition or whether they do not. 
The legion is neither wet nor 
dry. 
It is up to the people 


to decide whether they want 
prohibition or whether they do

where it belongs with the 
people. 


"We diri not ask for repeal 


of the law and we did not
